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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

1. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. The specification is objected to under 35 U.S.C. § 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
support the subject matter set forth in the claims. The specification, as originally filed does not 
provide support for the invention as now claimed. 

The test to be applied under the written description portion of 35 U.S.C. § 112, first 
paragraph, is whether the disclosure of the application as originally filed reasonably conveys to 
the artisan that the inventor had possession at that time of later claimed subject matter. Vas-Cat, 
Inc. v. Mahurkar, 935 F. 2d 1555, 1565, 19 USPQ2d 111, 1118 (Fed. Cir. 1991), reh'rg denied 
(Fed. Cir. July 8, 1990 andreh'rg, en banc, denied (Fed. Cir. July 29, 1991V 

Claims 1, 9, 17 and 20 include the limitation "determining when the removed cluster 
member has been rebooted." However, the specification does not provide an enabling disclosure 
to support the claimed step of "determining when the removed cluster member has been 
rebooted". 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making and using 
it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which 
it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of 
carrying out his invention. 
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4. Claims 1, 9, 17 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as containing 
subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably 
convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. In particular, claims 1, 9, 17 and 20 are rejected under 
35 U.S.C. § 1 12, first paragraph, for the reasons set forth in the objection to the specification. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

6. Claims 1-5, 8-13, 16-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Agha 
et al, US. Pat. No. 6,044,461. 

7. Claims 1, 9 and 17, Agha teaches a method for rebooting a cluster [title, abstract], 
comprising: 

initiating a reboot of the cluster [abstract, step 100 of Fig. 3, step 120 of Fig. 4, col 6, 
lines 17-25]; 

determining cluster members [abstract, col. 9, lines 33-35]; and 

rebooting each of the cluster members while at least one of the cluster members remains 
active while the other cluster members are being rebooted [abstract, Step 130 of Fig. 3, Fig. 7, 
col 6, lines 30-33, col. 8, lines 5-16]. 

8. Claims 2 and 10, Agha teaches determining an initiating cluster member that initiated the 
reboot and controlling the rebooting from the initiating cluster member [processor 22 of Fig. 7]. 
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9. Claims 3 and 77, Agha teaches rebooting the cluster members other than the at least one 
of the cluster members that remains active in parallel [col 3, line 65 thru col. 4, line 4]. 

10. Claims 4 and 12, Agha teaches the at least one of the cluster members that is maintaining 
normal operation is the initiating cluster member [processor 22 of Fig. 1\ 

11. Claims 5 and 73, Agha teaches initiating the reboot of the cluster is performed by a user 
[col 6, lines 18-21], 

12. Claims 8 and 16, Agha teaches halting the reboot process when it is determined that an 
error occurs during the reboot process [inherently, the reboot process is halted when it is 
determined that an error occurs during the reboot process]. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

13. Claims 7, 75 and 19 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims.
